Twelve Dead 
In Montana 
Forest Fire 


HELENA, Mont. (P) — wind! 
sent flames boiling up Willow | 
Mountain this morning as weary | 
men strained desperately to trap | 
the mammoth gates of the moun- 
tain’s fire. | 

About 400 men worked through- | 
out last night building fire lines | 
to encircle the killer of 12 forest 
service parachutists and another 
firefighter. Two of the dead were 
Californians—Newton R. Thcomp- 
son, of Alhambra, and David Ry} 
Navon, 28, of 814 Magnolia ave- 
nue, Modesto. 

The firefighters hoped to com-| 
plete the final three miles of fire 
line, bottling the wilderness area 
blaze on 7,500-foot Willow Peak 
today. But westerly winds of 15! 
to 25 miles an hour drove ram- 
paging flames rapidly towards | 
the east slope and vast expanses | 
of dense timber beyond.
